The word was firstt suggested 
in 1889 by an American lexicograph- 
er. 

So Lat Dowanee, a Mohawk of the 
St Regla i sss i r s tloa ia Now Tbrk, aad 
Carrie F. Meigs-Adama (Ow Lla 
Qua,) a Cherokee, whose natlraaaaae 

means "Always Smiling," ara'apoa- 
sors for' the movement to give S aew 
name to an old race. 

So lAt Dowanee, appreeiatiaft the 
error Chriatopber Colambas nisde la 
applytat the title aader wileh the 
race Is adw kaowa, Is makiag an ef- 
fort to accomplish tho adoption of 
this name. "Amerind" is grammati- 
cally adaptable to the scientific argu- 
ment of the subject pertaining to 
most "Amerindian" or pre-Amerindic. 
^e aUtea that^a bUl will aooa be in- 
troduced in Congreaa tor the adoption 
of the new name. 

The Mohawk has Just returned to 
Washington after a trip to the vari- 
ous reservations, obtaining his breth- 
ren's views on the subject, and was 
tmpreaaed with the great need of its 
immediate official adoption. He will 
petition the President of the United 
States to concur in the proposed leg- 
islation 

"It was never more noticeable than 
during the late war the absolute need 
of this government to correct this 
mIsUke." aald So Lat Dowanee. 
"WhUe the 'Amerind' meaSbera of 
the A. B. P. were In Bnglaad the 
press and public, in order to give ex- 
pression to tbsir admiration of the 
fighting qualities of the 'Amerinds,' 
were forced to use 'Red Indian' for 
want of a better or proper name to 
dlstingulah them from the Hindu, or 
Baat Indian, tho they wer* in no 
wsy similar." 

So Lat Dowanee will send his mes- 
s.ige thru tliu wainimm and Cheroiiec 
nd .Mohawk printed language. He has 
already sent hia wampum message 
thru the ranneis. of the wamPum 
keepera to the alz nationa spd to Mrs 
Woodrow Wilson, who, he elaiau is 
one of the "Amerinds."

Many predict a buaineea reriral early In 1921, an optimism that seems altogether 
Justified. If the predicted bualneaa revival materializes, it will make a heavy demand 
upon the railways. We believe the railways will be able to move a larger business 
than they moved during the record-breaking past year.
